The result was that Sir 
Charles Oman, who had been at 
‘tho. bottom of the poll on the first 
vote, jumped into second place 
with « total of 4,122, whilst Pro- 
fessor Gilbert Murray, who was 
only 545 votes short of the quota 
on the first polling, registered only 
2,529 on the aecond count and was 
therefore not lected. An in- 
teresting example, this, of how 
the system, which ia not to be 
confused with the Alternative 
Vote, works out in practice 

To revert to the general, ques- 
tlop, this relic of the past, In the 
way of spccia} panels of voters, 
is at conflict with the spirit.of the 
times. There is,no logical reasen 
why @ man or woman, merely be 
cause of a University education, 
should -be ontitled to an extra 
vote, and certainly none why, if 
resident abroad and contributing 
in no way to the nation’s taxes, 
he shouldhaves voicein selecting 
members of the House of Com- 
mons. Thore are, however. a few 
Liberals sufficiently old-fashioned 
in outlook to support the system. 
These may be expected eventually 
to gravitate towards Conserva- 
tism, just as the Left Wing of the 
Party must drift into the Labour 
fold. Recent bye-clections, in fact, 
continue to indicate the proba- 
bility that Liberalism as a separate 
entity has about‘had ita day. It 
will be surprising if it survives 
the next Gerieral Election as a fac. 
tor to be reckoned with,

Mr. Snowden's outspoken econ- 
omy speech has roused Mr. J. L. 
Garvin to another and more 
vigorous plea for a National Gov- 
ernment in Britain.

They are tired of Labour, but while 
disillusioned, are anything but 
enomoured of the alternative, a 
Conservative Government.

It was intimated by Mr, J. P. 
- Warren, in presiding at the ‘an- 
nual meeting. of the Dairy Farm, 
Ico and Cold. Storage Co; Ltd., 
this morning, that the recent 
increase in the price of milk Whs 
necessitated by the fall in ex- 
* change, and that the increase 
made does not cover . the 
‘additional costs of production.

A very successful year was 
reported, it being atated that the 
balance of profit had only once 
previously been surpassed, this 
being in 1927, an abnormal year 
owing to the presence of ndditional 
troops in the Colony.

Christlan’ Science. . 
[To The Editor of Hongkong 
Telagre; . 


Sir,—In replying to Rev. Mr. 
Koop’s so-called ecarching analyais 
of Christian Science, as reported in 
your yesterday's ‘issue, the writer 
js backed fn his attempt by some 
‘thirty years of very close connexion 
with Mr. Koop’s Church,—thirty 
years of regular attendance at ser- 
as a communicant, as an 
earnest worker In various Church 
offices,—-before taking up the. aludy 
Science, atid it is 
therefore possible for me to soma- 
what appreciate Mr. Koop’s point 
of view. I can quite imagine the 
thought striking him very forcibly ; 
"His time this Christian Science 
business was stopped. I must sea 
what I ean do about it.” Then 
came the delving into “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures,” 
by Mary Baker Eddy, with a mind 
filled wittr his own notions of what 
should be, searching for material 
with which to flay Mrs, Eddy and 
ser efforts to present to the world 
gomething, better than it had before. 

To any Church, apparently, that 
which fs not in accord with its 
own teaching ecems heretical. Mr. 
Koop will probably remember the 
experiences of his own Church 
after the Reformation, but he wil, 
no doubt, say that such a brenk- 
nway was not heretical nor founded 
on heresies, (though the Church 
from which it parted mny decm it 
no.) Marcion, Buasilides, Manes 
and. the rest-writing in the second 
century, may have known a good 
deal more of real Christianity than 
Mr. Koop gives them credit for. 
‘As is stated; “These worthics com- 
pelled the scholars of the Christian 
Church to think out their gospel 
and state it in clear terma"—hence, 
probably the hopeless mixup that: is 
at the present time being manifest- 
ed throughout what is - ealled 
Christendom. ‘What are the clear 
terms, and how many to-day accept 
them as such? There would have 
heen no Church of England, no 
Nonconformity, ete., if those terms 
had been as clear as the above 
would infer, for the Church in its 
entirety would have been proving 
its faith by its works, as Christian 
Science is doing to-day, and there 
would have been neither cause nor 
need for division. 

The writer wishes to say at this 
juncture that this; reply is not 
written in any apirit of malice, as. 
he hofds nothing but goodwill to- 
warda one who is manifestly doing, 
lights, what he 
considers best for his flock, and 
for himself. -

Howover, like 
many other foreignors who came 
to Ireliind and learned ‘to. know 
the Irishman nat home, he decided 
to Hve amongst them. He was 
an exception to the rule of those 
who become more Irish thaa the 
themselves, In. that he 
brought: good. .His return to 
Ircland with a beatific mission is 
fully appreciated by all Irishmen, 
and they alone can understand 
the difficulties which faced him. 
To be brief, St.. Patrick, when a 
youth, was captured by an Iriah 
Sen-Rover, sold into bondage in 
Ireland, worked for many ‘yours 
as a swine herd, and escaped to 
Gaul. He then studied Christianity 
under St. Martin of Tours, in 
order ‘to render himself fit for 
what he had laid down as the 
work of his life, the introduction 
of ChriStianity into Ireland. 

On completion of his studies hie 
went to Rome, and Inld his pro- 
ject before the iNustrious Pope 
Celestine 1, who commissioned 
him to sprend the Gospel to tho: 
Irish people.“ ‘In the course of 
50 years he completely converted 
the Irish people to Christianity. 
Ireland thus, at o time whon 
Weatern Europe was being’ over- 
run by pagan hordes, beenme the 
Centre of a very high civilisation 
nnd culture, and the Nidus of 
Chriatian Missiona to all neigh- 
bouring countries.

Mr. Wodehouse remarked that 
when Brituin took over the Colony, 
the continuance of certain Chinese 
customs were agreed to, and one 
of these was the firing of crackers 
during Chinese New Year celebra- 
tions, He had been thirty years 
in the Colony, and could say that 
this privilege had never - been 
abused during -his earlier years 
here. "ft was not until within 
recent years that these abuses in) 
the form of firing. of bomb 
crackers and throwing crackers 
from windows and verandahs 
were committed. 


Regarding the present incident, 
Mr, Wodehouse anid he had taken 
the precaution of closing his inner 
and outer windows and also of 
putting cotton wool ‘into his cars 
before retiring for the night. All 
those precautions notw thstand- 
Jng, he waa startled at 12.05.in the 
morning by what appeared to be 
bomb crackers being thrown from 
a house opposite, these detonating 
with deafening effects.
